“I have traditionally not 
supported [a ban] on magazine 
capacity because I don’t think 


they prevent shootings,” Rubio 
said on Tuesday. “What has 
allowed me to re-examine it is 
the reality that in Parkland, at 
some point in that shooting, 
whether it was a gun jam or 
reloading, the shooter had to 
stop and people got away. And

Record rain led to bonanza year for Florida’s 
wading birds — just not in the right places 


m The South Florida Water 
Management District’s annual 
wading bird report 
highlighted the complexity of 
balancing Everglades 
restoration with rising seas 
linked to climate change — 
the key to bringing the state’s 
iconic birds back home.

The record rain that pound- 
ed South Florida and left the 
state a sodden mess last spring 
had a silver lining: an explo- 
sion of wading birds. 

Threatened wood storks, 


which nearly disappeared in 
the early 1980s, doubled their 
10-year nesting average. 
Little blue herons and snowy 
egrets were up 62 and 54 
percent, respectively. Even 
roseate spoonbills fell just 
slightly below a dismal aver- 
age, which is better than 
plunging even lower. 

But while the numbers 
were up, nesting patterns 
revealed that a troubling 
pattern continues. The birds 
appear to be giving up on the 
southern Everglades, once the 
bread basket for the state’s

Jackson 
CEO gets 
$100K 
pay raise 


m Jackson Health System CEO Carlos 
Migoya will make $830,000 a year 
after the Public Health Trust of 
Miami-Dade gave him a $100,000 
pay raise and two-year contract 
extension for running the county’s 
public hospital system.

Seven years into his job as chief 
executive of Jackson Health System 
— Miami-Dade’s $1.9 billion-a-year 
public hospital network — Carlos 
Migoya is getting a pay raise of about 
$100,000, bringing his total com- 
pensation to more than $1 million 
next year. 

Migoya’s bosses on the Public 
Health Trust of Miami-Dade, which 
governs the taxpayer-funded system 
of three hospitals and 11,000 em- 
ployees, voted this week to raise his 
annual salary to $830,000. They also 
extended his contract through June 
2021. 

Migoya, 67, was already the high- 
est paid county employee, earning a 
base salary of $730,000 a year. Un- 
der the new contract, his pay raise 
will take effect in June, and then his 
salary is scheduled to rise by 5 per- 
cent a year — to $871,500 in June 
2019 and then to $915,075 in June 
2020. 

Migoya’s compensation includes 
performance bonuses that, in past 
years, have pushed his total pay to $1 
million. And he will continue to re- 
ceive about $212,000 a year in exec- 
utive benefits, including health insur-
